LIFE-SAVING SEASONS. 


Modification of Regulations Gov- 

erning Coastwise Vessels 

by Steamboat Ins 

{BY A. P. DAY WIRE TO THE TIMES.| 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Modifi- 
cations of life-saving regulations sub- 
mitted by the os supervising 
steamboat inspec to Secretary Na- 
gel for approval would permit the 
lesser lifeboat requirements of the 
summer season to remain in force un- 
til October 15, for all Atlantic and 
Pacific coastwise vessels. 

The season, under regulations issued 
a few months ago as a reult of the 
Titanic diaster, now runs from May 
15 to September 15, during which 
coastWwise steamers are required to 
have lifeboats’ equipment for only 60 
per cent. of passengers and crew. 
During the rest of the year, however, 
they must provide lifeboats and rafts 
for all. The proposed modification 
would not affect the ocean. lake, bay, 
sound or river steamers. 

Gulf steamship interests have pro- 
tested that the close of the summer 
season on Septembr 15 was unneces- 
sary and a hardship to them. 

The Department of Commerce and 
Labor takes the position that if no 
distinction were made between sum- 
mer and winter regulations the ex- 
cursion trip trade of the coasts would 
practically be killed.

TOPEKA (Kan.) Sept. 11.— Two 
experiments, one already started and 
another planned, will be carried out 
to determine a cure for the horse 
Plague, now sweeping Kansas. The 
Kansas Agricultural College is experi- 
menting with a serum on 1000 horses 
at Hoxie, Kan. If the disease is 
caused by the germ similar to the one 
that causes meningitis in humans, the 
experts are certain the serum will ef- 
fect a cure when administered in early 
stages of the disease. The other ex- 
periment is planned by a group of 
scientists headed by Dr. Sophian, who 
believe that the malady is caused by 
a virus which gets into the horse by a 
worm or insect. They plan to get the 
virus from horses that have suc- 
cumbed and work out an anti-toxin 
to combat it.

EXPERT’S REPORT 
UNSATISFACTORY 


Auditor Would Require All 
Accounts Investigated. 


Fire Chiefs Visit Harbors 
With City Officials. 


Government Representative 
Inspects Submarine. 


LONG BEACH, Sept. 11.—In the 
latter part of April, City Auditor Shu- 
man, intimating that books and ac- 
counts of the city were rather mixed 
‘up, asked the Council to have an ex- 
perting of all departments for four 
years, as they have had no checking 
in that time save by the Auditor. 
Mayor Hatch offered to aid the 
Auditor in an experting, but through 
force of public criticism over his of- 
fer to expert his own work as Auditor 
withdrew it, and the Council ap- 
pointed C. Wi Hodgkinson to expert 
the books at a compensation of 50 
cents an hour. He began work on 
May 14 and last night he submitted 
his report to the Council and algo 
a bill for $292.75. The bill was re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee, 
who will be asked by interested citi- 
zens to check up the time, as there 
is no record of any officia) keeping 
tab on the expert. 

Hodgkinson included the statement 
that he had completed his labors and 
found that everything in the city 
finances checked up dollar for dollar. 
The Auditor has formally -protested 


the report saying that he asked for’ 


an experting of every department in 
the city and that all the report shows 
is that Hodgkinson carefully checked 
over the warrants issued by the 
Auditor and paid by the Treasurer, 
and that there is no evidence that 
either the books of the water depart- 
ment, Board of Public Works or 
Police Judge were ever examined by 
the expert. ; 

It is asserted that the Board of 
Public Works, which expends an- 
nually over $100,000 of city money, 
keeps no books other than a cash 
book showing the amount deposited 
with that body for use In street work 
and as bonds for performance of 
certain duties by corporations and in- 
dividuals. It is likely that the Coun- 
cil will be again asked to provide for 
a real experting of every department 
of the city.

OG WATCH OF 
SEA FIGHTERS. 


NAVAL HEROES LIVE AGAIN THE 
STIRRING DAYS, 


Seventy-five Naval Veterans and 
their guests, numbering several hun- 
‘dred, held a dog watch last night in 
Blanchard Hall in commemoration of 
the evenings fifty years ago, when, 
between the hours of 6 and 8 o'clock, 
they were wont to gather and enjoy 
themselves after the heat of battle. 

There were men who had run the 
terrific fire of Confederate forts with 
Farragut at New Orleans and later at 
Vicksburg; there were men who 
watched comrades go down to death 
with Dalgren at the siege of Chariles- 
ton; there were men who witnessed 
the memorable battle betwen the ter- 
rible Merrimac and the daughty lit- 
tle Monitor in the harbor of Hamp- 
ton Roads. And, as each man lis- 
tened to the words of praise that fe)l 
upon his eare—some from the lips of 
shipmates, some from the tongues of 
men who were babes in arms when: 
those battles were fought—each one’s 
heart beat proudly to know that he 
was one of the “men behind the guns” 
who helped save the nation in that 
perilous hour. 

Ex-Senator Savage presided, intro- 
ducing first the newly-elected presi- 
dent of the National Association of 
Naval Veterans of the United States 
of America, Commodore Charles F. 
Dyce, U.S.N. (retired,) of Philadel- 
phia. After briefly explaining the 
significance of the dog watch, Com- 


ng 
troled 7000 miles of coast line during 
the Yebellion and had captured 1765 
blockade runners, bringing the great 
struggle to a close by cutting off the 
supplies of the ‘South and leaving it 
nothing to fight on. 

Lieut.-Col. Allen Allensworth, U 
S.A. (retired,) who was a chaplain, 
and a colored member of ‘the associa- 
tion, prefaced his remarks with the 
statement that he was “called upon 
by the chairman to lend a little col- 
or to the occasion,” but declared there 
is no racial division in the ranks of 
the army and navy veterans. 

As a representative of the younger 
generation, unborn when these old 
sailors fought, Judge McCormick paid 
high tribute to their bravery. 

rs. A. 8S. C. Forbes of South Pas- 
adena, who originated the custom of 
strewing flowers on the water to com- 
memorate the naval dead, told how 
the idea came toe her in 19600, how the 
custom was taken up by Mra. EB. 
Reynolds of Eaton, O., then secre 
of the Ladies’ Association of the Na- 
val Veterans, and later opted by 
other organizations until it is now 
a universally-observed custom. Mrs. 
Forbes declared credit for the wide- 
spread adoption of this idea belongs 
to the women. Mrs. Reynolds spoke 
briefly. 

John 8. McGroarty, who followed 
Mrs. Reynolds, fared far from previ- 
ous topics and made a spirited de- 
nunciation of the government for the 
manner in which ne declared the vet- 

erans are treated in the national sol- 
diers’ homes. 

“There are 3000 men in the Na- 
tional Soldiers’ Home near Sawtelle 
tonight,” exclaimed McGroarty, “who 
dare not call their souls their own 
but who, fifty years ago, stormed the 
gates of Hell to save the nation. If 
they speak they will be given the gate 
and be left without a roof over their 
heads or a bite to eat.” 

Then he told of a fight he Is mak- 
ing to improve conditions at these 
homes. 

“What I am, trying to do is to see 
that if by any turn of the wheel of 
fortune you naval veterans are thrown 
on the mercy of the government you 
saved, that government will be com- 
pelled to treat you like white men, 
not like slaves,” he concluded. 

‘At the close of the programme the 
naval veterans passed a pleasant half 
hour reviving old memories and 
reminiscences. Then one by one they 
departed, the lights blinked and went 
out and the dog watch was over.

FACES A NEW CHARGE, 
TRIES TRICK TOO OFTEN. 

F. F. Boone, alias Harry Sawtelle, 
about 30 years old, was in Police 
Judge Chambers’s court sufficiently 
long yesterday to have a complaint of 
forgery against him dismissed and be 
informed that another, accusing him 
of having passed fictitious checks, 
would be filed against him today.

Inspector’s Net Incloses the 
Alleged Conspirators.

Whites and Chinese Swallow 
Bait of Officials. 


Woman in Jail Evolves Plot 
for Contraband. 


A Chinese conspiracy came to grief 
yesterday in the arrest in San Fran- 
cisco by Inspector Neilson of San 
Diego, Jack Thorndyke,. a former 
mounted patrolman of this city, and 
Jack Griffin of Yuma, of Chin Man, 
better known as Charley Yepp, of 
Monterey; Muy Fat, also known as 
Youle Fat; Ah Yet, a Chinese mer- 
chant of the firm of Moo Doo Fong, 
No. 919 Dupont street, San Francisco, 
and Fan Chow, a Chinese interpreter. 
Man and Fat were concerned in thé 
trip of the gasoline launch Comrade, 
captured in Monterey Bay, November 
26, last, in which Antonio Feliz and 
Ethel Hall, now in the County Jail, 
were passengers, but made their es- 
cape. 

Some months ago information was 
brought to Inspector Connell that An- 
tonio Feliz and Ethel Hall, whit 
prisoners and supposed to be where 
they could not engage in further Chi- 
nese smuggling, were contemplating 
another raid; that they were in com- 
munication with certain persons on the 
outside, and that active operations 
would soon be begun. 

INSPECTOR LAYS TRAP. 


At this time Inspector Thorndyke 
appeared on the scene in the County 
Jail, and soon succeeded in securing 
the confidence of Feliz and Mrs. Hall 
to the extent that he carried letters 
from the pair to friends of the 
prisoners in Ensenada, and from 
them secured letters of introduction 
to certain Chinese tn San Francisco. 
Thorndyke professed to be in the 
smuggling traffic. 

Thorndyke went to San Francisco, 
arriving there August 28, and put 
himself in communication with the 
prisoners now in custody. Almost 
daily meetings were held between the 
parties in which arrangements were 
made for a trip up the coast with 
contraband Chinese. 

Griffin posed as an engineer and 
was to manage the boat. He was 
paid $250, and an arrangemeht made 
by which $500 was to be given for 
the delivery of every Chinese at some 
safe place along the coast. 

When the money was paid the overt 
act Wag committed, in the eyes of the 
law, and the arrest of the company 
followed. Inspector Thorndyke left 
n Francisco last evening and is ex- 
ted to reach here this morning. 
He will tnterview Antonio Feliz and 
Ethel Hall in the County Jail, who | 
until last night had not been apprised 
of the arrest of their friends and had 
a to tell Thorndyke something 
important when he reached this city. 

Capt. Connell says he has in his 
possession all of the letters that 
passed between Antonio Feliz, Ethel 
Hall and the San “Francisco con- 
spiriatorg as well as photographic 
copies . of communications between 
the pair in the local jail and Wong 
Moon Huey, the latter alleged to be 
a smuggler at Ensenada.

As they marched yesterday 
under the tempered California sun over 
miles of paved streets, they were a living 
object lesson of the true spirit of Amer- 
icanism—an object lesson that gave to 
every beholder a new sense of the meaning 
of the American flag. Those gray-headed 
old men, who held their shoulders erect and 
stepped proudly underneath the Stars and 
Stripes, were teachers as well as soldiers. 
To every Californian, to every child, and 
to every foreign-born onlooker they were 
an impressive and unforgettable demon- 
stration of patriotism. They stood not only 
for war, with its glories and its scars, but 
they also represented the best of American 
citizenship. 

Half a century ago they fought to save 
their country from disruption. But fo? al- 
most half a century these men have been 
our best citizens. Today they represent to 
a very large extent the sturdy pioneers who 
have made the United States a great na- 
tion. As farmers, merchants, men of af- 
fairs, they have been the brain and brawn 
of the country. It is not only as veterans 
of the war, but as veterans of our present- 
day civilization that we honor them. 

The G.A.R. organizations from States 
which had no existence at the time of the 
war showed clearly how large a part the 
soldiers of the Civil War have borne in the 
pioneering of the West. From Maine to 
California, from Mississippi to Alaska, men 
who answered the call to arms in the six- 
ties came yesterday from the States they 
had helped to build, to show that they are 
still ready to carry the flag. Looking at

ONROE AND HIS SLANDERER. 

The Monroe doctrine was announced by 
President Monroe in his message to Con- 
gress December 2, 1823. It was considered 
then, and has been considered ever since, as 
a great piece of constructive statesman- 
ship. It has, for nearly ninety years, been 
either actively accepted or passively ac- 
quiesced in by every European power. Its 
text is as follows: . 

“In the discussions to which this in- 
terest has given rise, and in the arrange- 
ments by which they may terminate, 
the occasion has been deemed proper 
for asserting, as a principle in which 
rights and interests of the United 
States are involved, that the American 
continents, by the free and independ- 

' ent condition which they have assumed 
and maintain, are not to be henceforth 
considered as subjects for future col- 
onization by any European power. 
nea We owe it, therefore, to can- 
dor and to the amicable relations ex- 
isting between the United States and 
those powers to declare that we should 
consider any’ attempt on their part to 
extend their system to any portion of 
this hemisphere as dangerovs to our 
peace and safety. With the existing 
colonies or dependencies of any Euro- 
pean power we have not interfered and 
shall not interfere. But with the gev- 


| ernments who have declared their inde- 


pendence ‘and maintain it, and whose 


the lines of resolute, timeworn faces one 
respond to a call to defend the nation, if

the United States and the progress of our 
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independence we have, on great con- 
sideration and on just principles ac- 
knowledged, we could not view any in- 
terposition for the purpose of oppress- 
ing them or controlling in any other 
manner their destiny by any European 
power in any other light than as the 
manifestation of an unfriendly disposi- 
tion toward the United States.” 

The Monroe doctrine remained unchal- 
lenged for forty years. Then the Emperor 
of the French attempted to take advantage 
of the Civil War to- push his ambitious de- 
signs in Mexico. 

We were not then prepared to assert the 
Monroe doctrine by force of arms, but Mr. 
Seward used the arts of diplomacy suc- 
cessfully. He remonstrated so effectually 
that Napoleon withdrew the French army, 
and Maximilian without it was unable to 
cope wfth the ferces of Juarez—reinforced, 
as those forces were secretly, with arms 
and ammunition from the United States. 

Thirty-three years later England, disre- 
garding and evading rather than defying 
the Monroe doctrine, made an attempt to 
“survey” a portion of Venezuela into her 
colony at Guiana. Secretary of State Ol- 
ney, voicing the views of President Cleve- 
land, while mildly asserting the Monroe 
doctrine, yet proposed a modification, or 
rather an explanation, of it in the following 
language: 

“The Monroe doctrine does not estab- 
lish any general protectorate by the 
United States over other American. 
States. It does not relieve any Amer- 
ican State from its obligations as fixed 
by international law, nor prevent any 
European power directly interested 
from enforcing such obligations or from 

_ inflicting merited: punishment for the 
breach of them.” | 

A few years later England had a contro- 
versy with Nicaragua with respect to the 
payment of indebtedness alleged to be due 
British subjects. She sent warships, which 
anchored in the Bay of Corinto. She was 
given courteously but plainly to understand 
that any mode of collection of such claims 
which she might adopt must not include 
the seizure of an acre of Nicaraguan soil, 
or the building up or tearing down of any 
Nicaraguan local government. England 
abandoned any purpose she might have had 
to acquire Nicaraguan territory and pur- 
sued her uniform method of backing down 
and out from a fruitless bluff. 

President Roosevelt, in a speech made In 
1902, expressed the determination of this 
country to enforce the doctrine announced 
by James Monroe in 1823. He said: 

“The Monroe doctrine is simply a 
statement of our very firm belief that 
the nations now existing on this conti- 
nent must be left to work out their 
own destinies among themselves, and 
that this continent is no longer to be 
regarded as the colonizing ground of 
any European power. The one power 
on the continent that can make the 
power effective is, of course, ourselves, 
for, in the world as it is, a nation which 
advances a given doctrine, likely to in- 
terfere in any. way with other nations, 
must possess the power to back it up 
if it wishes the doctrine to be re- 
spected.” 

- After giving this indorsement of the great 
doctrine announced by the last of the trt- 
umvirate of American statesmen of our 
revolutionary period—Jefferson—Madison— 
Monroe — Theodore ‘Roosevelt deliberately 
wrote and printed a book of criticisms on 
almost every President but himself. In 
this book he branded Jefferson as a “vacil- 
timid, incompetent and ungrateful 
liar, who exercised an influence distinctly 
evil.” He described Madison as “guilty of 
imbecile incapacity and of bringing shame 
and disgrace to America,” and of Monroe 
he wrote that he “POSSESSED NO SPE- 
CIAL ABILITY AND WAS A TRIUMPH 
OF IMBECILITY TO THE LAST.” | 

A criticism of Monroe by Roosevelt is as 
if some subordinate devil in the lower re- 
gions, some cleaner of cusdipors in Tophet, 
should undertake: to reviewsthe character 
and acts of Gabriel.

NTERVENTION. 
The patriotism of a certain steamed 
Progressive contemporary is what the fine 
writers of the day would call a negligible 
quantity. It insists that the despoiling and 
assassination of American citizens in Mex- 
ico are the result of what it calls “sporadic 
raids” which afford “no moral or legal jus- 
tification” for intervention. 

It has disinterred its recently-buried bogy 
of “predatory wealth,” and insists that it is 
“financial, interests” and not patriotic im- 
pulses that are calling for intervention in 
Mexico. 

It admits that “the lives and property of 
Americans north of the border should be 
protected,” and that, “when guerrillas cross 
the line to destroy and loot,” they “should 
be dealt with in the same fashion as any 
other outlaws"—provided, of course, our 
forces should be able to catch them before 
they crossed the line back into Mexico.

Artesia and Orange County. 
ARTESIA, Sept. 10.—{To the Edil- 
tor of The Times:] I note an article 
in The Times of September 8, under 
captain “Artesia Is up in Arms. Your 
correspondent no doubt, wrote the ar- 
ticle with a viewpoint of how he 
would like to have it, rather than how 
the condition really is. The plan of 
annexation to Orange county was 
talked of and petitions were out to 
take such steps nearly two years ago, 
when the question of consolidation of 
Los Angeles city and county was be- 
ing advocated, which later resulted in 


and the “Gates Bill of Annexation.” 
The former bill was defeated, while 
the latter bill is known, I believe at 
the present time as the consolidation 
act of 1909. I can prove beyond ques- 
tion that this Orange county move- 
ment was undertaken at that time and 
was laid aside temporarily because of 
the defeat of the Hewitt bill. This 
is a farming community; the people 
feel that their interests are closely 
identified with Orange county, and in 
view of the present agitation of city 
and county consolidation, the move-. 
ment was revived and resulted in the 
presentation of a petition to the Board 
of Supervisors to Orange county, last 
week, containing 115 signatures, rep- 
resenting approximately 3000 acres; 
and it was only a lack of time and 
inclination on my part that kept the 
petition from being twice the size. 
Every signer represents the head of 
a family and no others. At the time 
this movement was undertaken, such 
a thing as incorporation of this lit- 
tle town was unthought of. All told, 
not a half dozen people refused to 
sign the Orange county petitions. If 
that is not practically unanimous, 
perhaps your correspondent has a new 
definition. 

There is an organization here gen- 
erally known as the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion. I believe if you strike out the 
first figure of the 150 members you 
will be nearer its actual member- 
ship. I happen to have been one of 
the original contributing members, 
and I do not know of a single meet- 
ing when its citizen members were 
called together to take up the discus- 
sion of questions of public or com- 
munity interest. These gentlemen 
who have jumped to their feet and 
thrown up their arms, an@ perhaps 
several other things, can readily te 
numbered on the fingers of one’s right 
hand, have probably met in some out- 
of-the-way place and held a righteous 
indignation meeting.

ply of which is rapidly diminishing. 

The tour of inzpection beginning 
yesterday will cover not less than 
2000 poles in and around Los An- 
geles and the San Joaquin Valley, 
used by the Pacific Electric, Edison 
electric lines, Los Angeles Gas and 
Electric, Home Telephone Company, 
United States Long Distance and the 
Pacific Light and Power Corporation. 
These poles are not only scattered 
over the city in groups of forty and 
fifty, but ghey are to be found sim- 
jlarly located in Pasadena, Monrovia, 
Sierra Madre and other outlying 
places. The present tour is the third 
undertaken by the officials of the 
National Forestry Department, and so 
far it has been shown that no tank 
creosoted pole, in creosote alone, or in 
combination, has even begun to show 
the marks of decay. 

If the experiments show that -yel- 
low pine can be profitably employed 
as poles, it will stimulate the growth 
of that timber not only in California 
but all over the United States. _The 
application of the various preserva- 
tives has so far demonstrated’ the 
practicability of the treatment of such 
timber in lengthening the life of the 
poles, and the conclusion of the ex- 
periment will be watched with much 
interest. It has been estimated that 
if a course of treatment costing $1.24 
increases the life of the pole one and 
a quarter years, it pays for itself. 
Much more than this average has al- 
ready been shown, for the poles that 
have been in the ground six years in- 
dicate no rot or deterioration. 

Mr. Hicks has just concluded an 
examination of the big Anaconda Cop- 
per mines at Butte, Mont., where 
treated timbers are being largely used 
in the operations of the mines, the 
result showing the application of pre- 
servatives has prevented them from 
decay. The same result was indi- 
cated in an investigation of the plant 
of the Tennessee Coal and Iron Com- 
pany, at Knoxville, Tenn., where 
treated timber is also extensively em- 
ployed.

Mrs. Mary E. Hartwell, 
acting chaplain, delivered the invoca- 
tion followed bya song While all sat 
with bowed heads and the organ play- 
ea softly a requiem, the secretary 
called the roll of the deceased mem- 
bers. 

But a note of encouragement was 
sounded, for it was announced that 
the order is still growing, it being re- 
Ported that there is now an enroll- 
ment of nearly 170,000 women. 

‘Past Commander-in-Chief John E. 
Gilman gave a solo and an eulogy was 
given for Past National President, 
Mrs. Mary Sears McHenry. Others 
were feelingly spoken of by their 
friends during the memorial exercises. 

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

In the address of the President, 
Mrs. Davis declared among other 
things that her love and reverence for 
the Grand Army knew no bounds and 
that the auxiliary counted it ea high 
honor to be able to work with the gal- 
lant veterans.

protests are coming in from all parts 
of the State that show that the plan 
to steal the Republican Presidential 
ticket for the use of the “Progressive” 
party cannot be accomplished without 
the indignation of the straight Repub- 
licans in the State being voiced in a 
manner that may make the theft ex- 
tremely difficult, if not altogether itm- 
possible, of accomplishment.

*} election returns show that the John- 


son-Lissner machine will control the 
convention with a majority of ninety. 
It is the intention of the straight Re- 
publicans: to have one of the loyal 
Republican State Senators introduce a 
resolution in the convention commend- 
ing the administration of President 
Taft and indorsing the platform and 
nominees of the Chicago convention. 
If this resolution should be voted 
down, or the chairman should refuse 
to enteftain it, the regular Repub- 
licans will withdraw and hold a con- 
vention at which electors will be 
mamed loyal to the party and the 
nominees of the party for President 
and Vice-President. It will then be 
for the courts to decide whether the 
Taft or Roosevelt electors have the 
right to be on the Republican ticket 
in California. At the same time plans 
are being made to secure the nom- 
ination of straight Republican electors 
by petition. It is declared that there 
will be little difficulty in securing the 
11,000 signatures necessary. 


That the people are disgusted with 
the tactics employed by the Bull Mooa- 
ers in Los Angeles and the State in 
general is strikingly evidenced by the 
light vote which was cast in the pri- 
mary election. The total registered 
Republican vote in this county is 
239,814. The total Republican vote 
cast was about 38,000 in the city and 
county. In other words about 119,- 
000 Republican voters did not. vote. 
Last May thore were 156,202 
votes cast in the State for Roose- 
velt delegates to the Chicago conven- 
tion, 79,270 for Taft and 54,085 for La 
Follette. The total vote cast in May 
was 289,667 against less than 200,- 
000 cast in the recent election. In 
other words only 200,000 Republicans 
of the 750,000 registered in the State 
went to the polls. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of loyal Republicans in Cali- 
fornia being convinced that the John- 
son-Lissner machine with all its re- 
sources and “slush fund” could ac- 
complish the election of a majority 
of its candidates, deliberately chose to 
leave themselves free to take what- 
ever action should be necessary. And

ARIZONA ROADS. 


Irrigation Canal Contract to 
Be Awarded. 

Clerk Hired in Los Angeles 
Wanted in Memphis. 


Fugitive Jail Birds Cross 
Line to Join Rebels. 


[Special Correspondence of the Times.) 
PHOENIX (Ariz.) Sept. 10.—Capt. 
George D. Christy, attorney for the 
Salt River Valley Water Users’ Asso- 
ciation, has returned from Washing- 
ton, where he went to secure, if pos- 
sible, modification of a late order of 
the Reclamation Service establishing 
three acre feet per annum as the 
duty of water in this valley and charg- 
ing an additional sum to the farmers 
for each quarter-foot consumed in 
excess of this quantity. Capt. Christy 
states that he is sure of material mod- 
ifications in the character of contract 
offered for the signature of the farm- 
ers, though it is probable that a meth- 
od of measurement of the quantity of 
water served wil) hereafter be one of 
the necessary features of irrigation 
here. If the cost scale is not’ cut 
down, he advises that the farmers re- 
fuse to sign the new agreement and 
then enjoin the local officiais of the 
Reclamation Service from cutting off 
their water supply. 

FORTY MILES OF NEW CANALS. 
Next Saturday, a contract is to be 
awarded for building forty-two miles 
of canals and laterals upon lands 
across the river, south and southwest 
of Phoenix. The cost is to be borne 
by the Western Canal Company, an 
association of landowners, which will 
turn the completed waterways over to 
the Reclamation Service for supply 
and for operation, About 13,000 acres 
of fine land will thus be added to the 
arable expanse of the Salt River Val- 


KILLED UNDER WHEELS. 
John Wirer, a south side farmer, 
was killed under the wheelg of his 
wagon yesterday on South Center 
street. He had slipped to the ground 
from a load of hay. — 
HYDROPHOBIA IN PHOENTX. 
Hereafter a dog-muzzling ordinance 
will be strictly enforced in Phoenix. 
Yesterday a valuable horse owned in 
the western part of the city, devel- 
oped unmistakable rabies, and had to 
be shot. It was found that the ani- 
mal had been bitten on the nose ten 
days before by a stray dog. The 
game dog is believed to have bitten 
a child in the same locality. The lit- 
tle one was given prompt medical at- 
tention and is assumed out of danger. 
Several dogs and cats have been 
killed by the police force, which is 
slaying all suspected animals. Hydro- 
phobia heretofore has been a rare dis- 
ease in Arizona,.found only in a small 
specieg of skunk, which occasionally 
attacked human beings. Canine hy- 
drophobia of the sort common in sum- 


ally unknown and in Phoenix at the 
present time probably started from 
the bite of a skunk.

PRISONERS WORK ON ROADS. 

Abott sixty prisoners are employed 
in the building of the State highway 
bridge across Salt River at Tempe. 
Sixty more are working on the high- 
way between Tempe and Florence 
and thirty are cutting a road over 
the Pinal Mountains into Globe. It 
is proposed to utilize on road work 
the labor of all cofivicts who can 
safely be taken from the penitentiary 
and each man will be given a credit 
of two days from his sentence for 
each day of good work done. 

NEW PARDON BOARD. 

The last Legislature created an 
indeterminate sentence board, com- 
posed of the Governor, State Auditor, 
prison superintendent, parole clerk 
and. prison physician. This board 
will hold its first meeting in the 
penitentiary at Florence, September 
16, to consider a number of applica- 
tions for clemency. Before the Gov- 
ernor now are four applications for 
mercy from Mexicans convicted of 
murder and held at Florence under 
sentence of death, their executions 
set for October 11. It is understood 
that the Governor is opposed to the 
death penalty, and that there is likeli- 
hood of commutation of the _ sen- 
tences to life imprisonment.

From evidence se- 
cured by the Anti-Saloon League, it 
is evident that more than a score of 
individuals openly sold beer and other 
liquors in violation of the law.

They have 
proven too small to handle the traffic 
offered, and so were dispatched to 
Sonora for use on lines out of No- 
gales and Naco.

/ patch.}] In a fit of temporary in- 
sanity tonight Mrs. Jack Johnson, 
white wife of the negro heavyweight 
champion pugilist, shot herself in the 
right temple with a 38-caliber re- 
volver. . The . bullet passed clear 
through her head and she is dying 
in the Provident Hospital. 

The attempted suicide occurred at 
8:30 this evening, in the  apart- 
ments the pair have over Johnson’s 
palatial saloon and cafe at 41 West 
Thirty-first street. Johnson himself 
was absent at the time, being down 
town on business. 

Mrs. Johnson has been ill for 
months, being a victim of tubercu- 
losis. At times she has been very 
despondent, although Johnson tried 
to keep up her spirits by wild mid- 
night rides through the park in his 
big racing automobile. Only last 
Friday the pair were seen together 
in Jackson Park, making seventy 
miles an hour in the big gray car 
with Johnson at the wheel. Tonight 
when alone in the apartment, she is 
thought to have reached the last 
stages of her melancholia and the 
bullet was the result.
